The mere fact of entrenching suggests the presence of a strong body of 
infantry.” |

Supreme Court Affirms Superior 

Judge in Heavy Award Against 

Securities Company. 

The Supreme Court has affirmed 
the judgment of the local Superior 
Court in favor of the plaintiff in the 
action brought by the Provident Gold 
Mining Company against the Manhat- 
tan Securities Company, to recover 
$88,791.94, alleged to be due for the 
purchase of 350,000 shares of the cap- 
ital stock of the Provident company.
